Health Board as far as was applicable, 


NEW 
YORK, July IS.—A dispatch 


from Halifax says a purser and boat's 
crew of the steamship State of Virgin- 
ia, wrecked on Sable Island, are ex- 
tremely reticent fearing that any pub- 
lished statement would prejudice their 
case before the board of trade investi- 
gation on the arrival of the captain at 
Glasgow. 


On Friday, the lltb, a dense fog set 


in, and continued until Sunday morn- 
ing. 
At 8 Saturday night, when the 


captain 
thought 
he was twenty-five 


miles off the east side of Sable Island, 
during a dense fog which enveloped the 
steamer, the ship struck on a sand hank 
on the eastern end of the island, but 
fifteen miles from the residence of Gov- 
ernor McDonald. Minute guns brought 
the governor and family alongside in 
surf-boats. 


After the purser, doctor, the fourth 


officer and eleven women and children 
were landed safely, notwithstanding the 
heavy surf. Governor McDonald return- 
ed for a second boat-load of eighteen 
people, but when within about 50 feet 
of the shore, the boat swamped. One 
old Irish lady immediately sank with- 
out an effort to save herself. 
All fur- 


ther attempts to land were useless until 
2 p. m., when the water became calmer 
and the ship's boats were launched.— 
But two boat-loads,after getting a short 
distance from the ship, found it impos- 
sible to land with safety, and returned, 
and no further attempt was made until 
next morning. 


Every available tain and shed were 


brought into requisition for sleeping 
accommodations, and a 
quantity of 


cheese, and other eatable portions of the 
rargo, wbich were Hoating about, secur- 
ed, besides some 70 head of cattle that 
had swam ashore. 
By C o'clock Mon- 


day morning the ship had settled down 
in the sand. 
There was nine feet of 


water aft, nine in engine rooms and six 
in the hold, and the sea was breaking 
over the vessel. It was determined to 
make an immediate effort to get every 
soul on shore. 
All the boats were 


launched, and the surt boats from the 
shore again put off. All the remaining 
passengers and crew got into these, and 
after a great deal of 
exertion were 


landed safely some seven miles distant. 


At 8 o'clock Monday night the purs- 


er, accompanied by thirty passengers 
and nine of the crew, left Sable Island 
in an open boat to reach the mainland 
and Halifax, to procure assistance. Af- 
ter many privations and several narrow 
escapes from drowning they r. ached a 
small place called Poit Pinkcrton. 


The agent of the line at Halifax has 


made arrangements for the government 
steamer Glendon to visit the 1-dand to- 
morrow to bring the survivor-, who are 
expected to reach Halifax r>n Monday 
night.
